] do very well remember , that there was a Dif- 
courſe concerning ſome great Conflict that Mr. Giles

The one anſwers, when the thing 
was asked him, Whether he had been fighting with 
the Devil 2 No, nt with the Devil, but with Arnold. 
The other ſwears, He did not meet with the Devil 
Arnold. Fe tells you likewiſe his Wife did not 
pull him by the Cloaths, and bid him hold his 
Tongue. | 
The next Witneſs is Howe, and he gives you an 
Account that he came with him to Town ; he 
gives you an Account how he ftaid with him, and 
came along with him nll Nine a Clock ar Night : 
for he does not pretend to give you an Account 

after Nine. 
Then comes Crook , and Crook , that is the Maid 
Servant ; ſhe fays, I cannor polinvely tell you when 
he came in, bur I will poſitively ſay that I made his 
Bed about Ten, and betore Eleyen I asked him abour 
his 
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his Candle, he bid me lock the door , and he would 
pot out the Candle himſelf; and ſhe went away and 
left the Candle. And that 1s very material ; for the 


time this Fact was committed , was between Ten. 


and Eleven. This 1s what the Maid ſays. . Now there 
is this Anſwer to what ſhe ſwears. She firſt of all for- 
oor that cver Richmond , that ſpeaks concerning the 
Breeches and other Circumſtances, that eyer he was 
there art all : but you hear he has refreſhed her Me- 
mory, with a Love Story , that he was in the Reom, 
and ſhe docs agree in theſe very Circumſtances he 
ſpeaks of : fo that that gives credit to the Teſtimony 
of Richmond , and puts a diſparagment upon her Te- 
ſtimony , ſince ſhe could be ſo exceeding torgertu], 
- asNnot to remember ſuch a Circumſtance. © 

The next is an Old Woman , and lhe ſwears 
point-blank ſhe was with, hun molt part of the day; 
and that ſhe was-with him at Dinner, and was with 


him till Nine of the Clock art Night , and then wag 


to Bed. And though ſheſcemi'd ro differ and blun 

in ſome part of her Teſtimony , becauſe the knew 
nothing of his going into Longlane and other places ; 
however the gives an Account about the time of Nine 
a Clock , that ſhe left him in the Kitchin, and then 
ſhe went to Bed. | 


The next Witneſs 1s Zames, and Fames doth poſj- 


tively ſwear that he was drinking with him in the 
Kitchin, till paſt Twelve a Clock at Night; bur that 
cannot be true , it the Wench that made the Bed, 
ſwear true : tor ſhe ſwears ſhe made the Bed . before 
Ten , and he went to bed before Eleven ; ſo that 
he could not be a-bed before Eleven if. he ſwears 
true: and he could not be in the Kitchin at Twelve 
a Clock, if ſhe ſwears true. | 
Gentlemen , Richmond's Man he gives you no 
furcher an Account than what runs ſquare to his Ma- 
ſters Teſtimony , that he left him at Nine a Clock 
_ at Night, and he heard him call at his Maſters Cham- 
ber about Twelve ;- and fo "they punctually agree. 
But the giycs no manner of Account where he was 


be- 
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berween Nine and Twelve, between which hours 
this Fact was donc. 

Next Gentlemen , There have been ſome more 
Wirnefles called tor the Priſoner art the Bar, who 
gjvc you an acount where he was before ſuch. ume 
as he came to his Lodging. Now- it is nordemied on 
ctther {ide , but that he nupht be ill within Night ar 
thar Houſe they ſpeak of ; burtthe Account that 1s de- 
fired to be given of this Marter ,- 1s to know where 
he was berween Nine a Clock and Twelve , when 
this Fact was commuted. 

Theſe, Gentlemen, according as x accurs to me, 
are the ſubſtantia] parts of the Evidence, both on 
the one 1ide and the other. The Matter therefore re- 
folves it felt within this narrow compaſs , If upon whar 
you have heard trom Mr. Arnold , attended with the 
reſt of the Circumitances that you have heard ſworn 
by. the Witr.ctles, you do believe the Priſoner at 
the Bar 1s guilcy : for he might be at his Lodging 
-at Nine a Clock, and he might be at his Lodging 


at Twelve or One, and yer. he might do this Fact: 


for 1t1s certain 1t was nota ſudden Matter, for it was 
a thing Jone preparedly ; andrherefore you mult nor 
expect chat men that are gwilty of ſuch barbarons De- 
fig.is asthis, wall lay their Deſigns open. To be ſure, 
whocver it was did this Fact upon Mr. Arnold , they 
would do it fo as to- make themſelves appear as In- 
nocent as could be. Ir is not a Matter to be relied on, 
that becauſe this man was Innocent in St.. Martins lane, 
therefore he did not do this thing 1n Bell Tard. 

. There 1s-another Circumſtance againſt the Prifo- 
ner atthe Bar, that he ſhould imagine, notwithitand- 


1ng all chis, chat Mr. Arzoid had wounded himſelf, 


but whcn he, tound rhat that was not very proba- 
ble, thata Man could wound himfclf fo, by reafon 
of ſeveral places that he received his Wounds 1n, 
he-would have it , that though he did nor do it 
himſelf, yet fome of his Friends nught. Indeed it 
he/be gwlry , fome of his Relations nughe dou; bur 
certainly he was no Friend that did it. It 1s againſt 

O Nature 
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Nature - for any man to believe , that an Perſon 
ſhould pur himſelf to ſo much trouble; 1t he hada 


mind to diſpatch himſelf , he  nught have done it 
with much more caſe, and not hayec pur himſelf to 


that rrouble: For:Men, when they have a mind to. 


do the bufineſs , they do: not uſe to take ſuch a deal 
of pains to ſtabb themſelves here and there. 


Thus, Gentlemen, the Evidence being very long, 


andthe Circumſtances very many , things may. oC- 
"cur to you, that do nor art- preſent to me. Yet I 
mult rell you again in a Matter of Publick Example, 
the Proof ought to be very great, to convict a Man 
of ſuch an Offence : bur you muſt not expect it 
ſhould be fo clear, as in a: Matter of Right between 
Man and Man , and of things that are doneinthe Face 
of the Sun. Ir was done in the dark. [The Deyll 
that ſer them a-work, does fill them with Cunning 
enough to: keep this Attempt - as concealed as may 
be : And therefore Circumſtances of this Nature 
muſt be wonderfully conſidered : An Account of 
which Mr. Arnold himſelf -gives you , and hedoes be- 
leve.in his Conſcience the Priſoner at the Bar to be 
the Man.
